London. Dec. 18.— Th« war ofDcs la* 
■ued the foUowlDg annouBcement: 
"Acting upon the advice of the nrtli 

tary authorities, her majesty's govern 
ment has approved the following 
meaaure: All the remaining portiona 
of the army resenre, Including section 
D. are called ot|^ The veventh division, 
which was being mobilized, will pro 
ceed to South Africa without delay. 

"Nina battalions of militia, in addl 
tlon to two battalions which have al 
rea(fy volunteered for service at Mai 
ta, and one for Borvice in the channel 
islands, will be allowed to volunteer 
for service outside of the United King 
dom, and an equivalent number oi 
militia battalions will be embodied 
for servicf! at home. 

"A strong force of volunteers, selcc 
ted from the yeomanry regiments, will 
be formed for service in South Africa 
Arrangements i>.re being made, and 
will be shortly announced, lor tht 
employment in South Africa 9f a 
strong contingent of carefully selected 
volunteers. The patriotic otters which 
are being received from the colonies, 
will so far as possible, be accepted 
•preference being given to offers oi 
mounted contingents." 

Notice of Roberts* Appointment. 
London, Dec. 18. — The following no- 
tice was posted at the war offlee: "As 

the campaign In Natal, in the opinion 
of her majesty's government, is like- 
ly' to require the prt'scncc and un- 
divided attention of General Sir Red 
vers BuIIer, it has been decided to 
send Paron Roberts of Kandahar and 
Waterford as commander-in-chief in 
South Africa, with Lord Kitchener as 
chief of etatr." 

EXCi TINU 8C EKES 

Witnessed Id Dublin During a Pro- 
Boer Demonstration. 

Dublin. Dec. 18. — The announcement 
that a pro-Boer meetini; would be con 
vened as a protest against the proposal 
of Trinity college to confer a degree 
upon Joseph Chamberlain led to ax' 

citing scenes. 

A large force of police was called 
o^tand the troops were held in read 
iness. Maud Oonne, the sopcalled 
"Irish Joan of Arc," and James Con- 
nolly, the Irish Republican, drove in 
a wagonette to the place appointed for 
the meeting. Mr. Connolly tried to 
speak, but was prevented by the po- 
lice. The wagonette then made a toui 
of the streets, the crowd rapidly in- 
creasing, cheering for the Boers, sins 
ing "Ood Save Ireland" and "We'll 
Hang Joe Chamberlain on a Sour Ap- 
ple Tree." 

While passing Dublin castle the oc 
cupants of the wagonette waved the 
Transvaal flag defiantly, whereupon 
the police stopped the vehicle and 
seized the flag. 

The wagonette, attended by a large 
body of police, who often oleared the 
ftrasts, then drove to the rooms of the 
Msh Transvaal committee, where 
Michael Davitt, William Redmond and 
J. O'Brien were waiting. A meeting of 
about 60 persons were held. Messrs. 
Davitt. Redmond and O'Brien speak- 
ing in violent condemnation of the 
war and of Mr. Chamberlain, and de- 
claring that the latter's visit to Ire- 
land at such a moment was proof of 
his callous nature. The speakers urged 
that, should an opportunity occur, 
Dubllnites ought to show their detes- 
tation of the colonial secretary in un- 
aMakftbla fashion. 

Mr. Davitt said: "All Irishmen re- 
joice in the triumphs of the Boers. No 
power in Europe would now fear Great 
Britala, except, perhaps, the Prince of 
Monaco." 

Mr Redmond said: "Mr. Chamber- 
lain deserves not doctors, but execu- 
tioners." 

Ultimately a resolution, proposed by 
Mr. Davitt. was oarrted, denounelng 

the war and calling upon the powers, 
particularly the United States, to take 
steps to insure the independence of the 
Boer republic. The meeting closed 
amid tremendous cheers, evoked by a 
rumor that Ladysmith had fallen. 

Queen 'Will Remain at Windsor. 

London, Dec. 18.— The court news- 
men have issued the following an- 
nouncement: "The arrangements made 
for the queen's departure from Wind- 
sor have bscn postponed until after 
Christmas, as, owing to the present 
state of affairs in South Africa, thf 
queen is unwilling to be a great dis- 
tance from London." 



NatlvpH In Kebfllion. 
Sterkstroom, Dec. 18. — As a result 
of the British reverses, the whole 
country northward is in rebellion. The 
natives there, as well as those In 
Basutoland, are said to be much dis- 
turbed and losing heart r osp estini the 
strength of the British. 

Captured War Munition. 
Pretoria, Dec. 18.— An official dl8« 
patch from Modder river says: "The 
Boers eaptbred a great qaanttty ol 
loot, including 200 Lee-Metfords, cases 
of cartridges and hundreds of bayo- 
nets. Great numbers of the British 
have retired from Tweo-Rlvlerien. in 
the direction of Belmont. The loss ol 
the British was very great. There 
were %eaps of dead <'n the field. Th( 
wounded are being attenaed to, tern 
^orarily at Bissel's farm. The sap 
ters and miners must have suffered 
severely. The Boers suffered heav> 
losses In horses. Monday was for u< 
a brilliant victory. It has infuset 
lew spirit into our men and will ena- 
Me them to achieve greater deeds.".

QIRLS SHOULD BE BARRED BY LAW, 



Dr. Smith of the People's Churrli ut 
St. Paul Continues His Di». 
•asslen on the Female 
Wage-Karners. 



8t Paul, Minn., Dee. 18.— Rev. Dr. S 

G. Smith of the People's church, whose 
arguments against women wage earn 
ers have attracted so much attention 
all over the country, presented hit 
views ot the troubles. Dr. Smith said 
"In all the cloudy vituperation In re- 
gard to my recent utterances to tht 
question of woman in labor, not a sin- 
gle fact has been shown to be false 
or a single argument proved unsound. 
My statistics were taken from the very 
latest official reports. The awful con 
dltlons remain unchanged. The de 
crease ot child labor has been paral 
leled by the Increase in the labor ol 
girls between 14 and 18 years, which 
is falsely called woman labor. Tht 
conditions of former times, when wo- 
men did weaving and the like at home 
were conditions of severe labor, but 
at any rate these women produccil ioi 
themselves and their families, and i>n 
der wholesome sanitary and moral 
conditions. But it is not enough tc 
show that the world is better off than 
it was formerly, it is incumbent oi: 
my critics to show that it is as wel) 
off as it may be. 

"I am an optimist, but not a craz> 
optimist who believes that all things 
are so good that it Is no use trying tc 
make them better. Progress is not 
blind, and now more than ever the ev- 
olution of the race should be giildt 
by intelligent foresight. I am not un 
der obligation to point out a remed> 
because 1 disclose a wrong. But 1 
have suggestions to make. Four statet' 
forbid women to work In mines. Thest 
laws should be extended to about lOf 
of their present occupations, whicl: 
are too severe and too unhealthy. Then 
all girls under 18 years should be for 
bidden to be employed in commrrcia 
and industrial 'pursuits. Tliese mean 
ures would cut down women labor one 
half. Then a movement, largely social 
and moi«l, but also by women organ 
Izing, should be made effective to givf 
women who do equal work with men 
the same wages. Thus the family stan 
dard of wages would supplant the in 
dividual standard. The various as 
saultss upon the family must be re 
sisted, for it is the social unit. Tht 
Madonna with her own child in hei 
arma must not be dethroned to makr 
room for the public woman." 

A Dental. 

Indianapolis, Dee. 18.— The chair 
man of the committees of the National 
Civil Service Reform league gave out 
the following statement: "The press 
reports stating that serious differences 
occurred at the meeting of the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform league In 
regard to the resolutions and report 
of the investigating committee ar 
wholly false. The resolutions wert 
agreed to with absolute unanimity, 
and no objection whatever was madt 
to any part of the report ot the Inves 
tigatiug' committee." 



Filipino PrUonrrs. 
Washington, Dec. 18. — General Otis 
has now In custody many important 
persons who were connected with tht 
so-called Filipino government, but nc 
decision as to their future disposition 
has been reached by the president. A 
member of the rj^inet said the tim' 
had not yet come when the fate oi 
these men could be determined. It h 
proposed to treat them humanely and 
with consideration such as would leac 
other Filipinos to surrender. 

Coal Miners Made Iluppy. 
Lansford, Pa., Dec. 18. — Notices hav 
been posted by the Lehigh Coal and 
Navigation company to the effect that 
the market price of coal at tide is 6 
per cent below the basis, and that all 
contract miners and inside laborers 
will be paid accordingly. This means 
an increase ot 6 cents per week in the 
miners' wages and 21 cents for labor* 
ers. It will effect 8,000 employes.

Washington, Dec. 18— Republican 
leaders In the senate say there will b« 
no difllculty about the seating of Sen 
ator AUso. They say the Nebraska 
legislature discharged its duty in elect- 
ing Mr. Hayward, and the fact that he 
did not qualify before he died does not 
affect the situation.

"Natives at Manitong, province of 
North llocos, report that . Aguinaldo, 
in disguise and accompanied by sev- 
eral of his generals, left Manitong last 
Saturday with 600 men. going in the 
dirction ot Balsona, from which point 
they Intended to proceed to Cabufaon, 
province of Cagayan.

Arthur Orr Not Wrecked. 

Owen Sound, Dec. 18. — Captain John 
Massey suctecHled in getting the first 
pews from the steamer Arthur Orr, 
(Which was believed to be ashore on 
Cov? island. He reported that the 
steamer is not ashore, but is at an- 
chor. In the great Ktorni of Tuesday 
last the steamer lost her propellor and 
steering gear, and the after cabim^ 
were swept away. It was a close es- 
cape from destruction, but no lives 
were lost. The steamer, apparently, 
drifted around Lake Huron until eht 
reached the vicinity of Cove island 
when the anchors were put down. Tugs 
from Midland and Owen Sound left tc 
tow the wrecked boat to Parry Sound 
and after it is unloaded they will tow 
her to dry dock at Port Huron.

Quay — a question which has been re- 
peatedly threshed over by the senate 
in other cases.

Washington, Dec. 18.— The two 
events of importance In the house this 
week before adjournment for the boll- 
day recess <m Wednesday will be the 
vote on the currency bill immediately 
after the reading of the Journal and 
the announcement of the committees 
on Tuesday. Under the terms of the 
special order with the currency bill, 
neither a motion to recommit nor a 
substitute proposition is in order and 
the vote will be taken directly upon 
the passage of the bill. The result is a 
foregone conclusion as it will com- 
mand eveiT Republican vote. The in- 
terest in the vote, theiotorc. lies only 
in the record of Democratic affection 
it Will show. The eastern Democrats 
generally, with the exception of a few 
from New York, are not in line with 
their Democratic brethren from the 
south and west on the money >stion, 
but not all of them will vote for the 
bill. According to a careful canvass 
made by Mr. Overstreet (Ind.), whr 
had been In charge of the measure, it 
will receive Democratic votes at least, 
and he believes seven Democrats will 
dodge. He figures that the bill wU 
have a majority ot 35. 

Ko Program In Senate. 
Washington, Dec. 18.— The senate 
has no program for the present week, 
and the indications are that short 
dally sessions will be held and very 
little business transacted. Both houses 
will adjourn for the Christmas holi- 
days on Wednesday. Outside Of Ot 
flclal nominations there is practically 
no business on the calendar, all im- 
portant matters in committee having 
been delayed for the re-organlsation 
of the coaniiittecii, effected at the close 
of business last week. It is expected 
that the financial bill will be received 
from the house during the week. It 
will' be referred to the committee on 
linnnco. This committee expects to 
make its report soon after the re- 
sumption of business in the new year 
The real work ot the session will then 
be begun.
